Provision for nickel coinage in Can- 
ada is made in a proposed resolution 
of which notice has been given by Sir 
Henry Drayton, minister of finance. 

‘The proposed amendment to the 
Currency Act provides “that nickel 
coins struck by the authority of the 
crown, for circulation in Canada, of 


5 cents denomination, of the stand- 
ard weight of 70 grains, of the 
standard fineness of pure nickel, 


with proper remedy allowance, shall 
be equal to and pass current for the 
said sum in the currency of Canada.” 

The amendment also provides that 
stich coins shall be legal tender for 
payment of an amount not execeed- 
ing $10. ‘s
